To: The Chairman and Members of the 
DODWORTH URBAN DISTRICT COUNCIL. 


Mr. Chairman, Gentlemen, 


i have the honour to present. to you my sixth Annual Report on 
Pre ieettn and social conditions of your area for the year ended 
31st December, 1961. 


The vital statistics remain quite favourable. One infant death 
was reported, but this left you with a death rate lower than either 
the County rate or the national average. There was some rise in 
the death rate and this was largely due to diseases of the heart and 
circulatory systems. 


Immunisation statistics were satisfactory and I think perhaps 
it is worthy of note that the opening of your new clinic, immunisation 
of pre-school children against Diphtheria has risen from 59% to 
80.7% a very satisfactory position. The incidence of infectious 
diseases was almost entirely attributable to an outbreak of Measles 
during the year. 


I would like to take the opportunity to thank the members of the 
Couneil for their continued interest in all matters relating to the 
Healin os bhe districu, and your Public Health Inspector, Mr. R. Seeds, 
for his help and co-operation. ee

As for previous year the Registrar General supplied a compara-— 
bility factor, which relates the proportion women of childbearing 
age in the district, with the proportion in a standard population. 
The crude birth rate multiplied by this factor gives an adjusted 
birth rate which isstrictly comparable with similar adjusted rates 
in other districts, and with the birth rate for the country as 
awhole. The adjusted birth rate for your district was 17.5 
per 1,000 estimated population as compared with 13.0 per 1,000 est- 
imated population for the previous year and with 17.1 per 1,000 — 
estimated population for the previous year and with 17.4 per 1,000 
estimated population for England and Wales. 

Stillbirths 


2 stillbirths were recorded during the year, giving a stillbirth 
rate of 26.3 compared with Nil for the previous year and with 18.7 
for England and Wales, 


Deaths 


The adjusted death rate obtained by multiplying the crude death 
rate by the comparability factor was 16.0, compared with 15.1 in 
1960. This compares with 12.0 per 1,000 population for England 
and Wales. The number of deaths was 47, one more than in the 
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previous year. Statistics relating to ages and causes of death 
are given in tabular form at the end of the Section. 


Infant Mortality 


In 1961, one infant death occurred, giving an infant mortality

Tae mew clinic, High Street, Dodworth, has proved of great 
benefit to the inhabitants and has been well attended. Infant Welfare 
Clinics are held on Tuesday afternoons. School Clinics are held 
as required. 


Laboratory Service 


The laboratory service was provided by the Public Health 
ieperatory in Waketield, a national service under the control of 
the Medical Research Council. The laboratory is equipped to deal 
with all bacteriological and pathological examinations, and a complete 
investigation is undertaken and report furnished for every specimen 
sent for examination. 


Samples of milk taken under the Food and Drugs Act for chemical 
analysis were examined by the Public Analyst at the expense of the 
County Council.

PREVALENCE AND CONTROL OF INFECTIOUS DISEASES 


The incidence of notifiable infectious diseases in your district 
aiounted to119, compared with 1 in the previous year. This was 
composed of 116 Measles and 43 Primary Pneumonia. 


Smallpox 


No case occurred during the year. The number of infants 
vaccinated during the year was 9, compared with Nil in the previous 
year. 


Diphtheria and Whooping Cough 


No case of either disease was notified during the year. The 
over-all statistics for Diphtheria immunisation remained the same 
at 83.3%, there being an increase in the pre-school figure to 
80.7% and a decline in the school figure to 84.1%. 


Whooping Cough immunisation continued and 285 children in the 
O = 4 years age group have now been protected, representing a 
percentage figure of 84.1%. 


Poliomyelitis 


Worcase oceurred in Dodworth during the year. Vaccination 
continued and during the year 101 children, 40 young persons and 
100 others were vaccinated with 2 dozes, bringing the total for Dodworth 
to 1,949 of whom 1,211 had received a third dose and 204 had received 
a fourth dose. It will be appreciated that fourth doses are 
restricted to children of primary. school age. 


Tuberculosis 


There were no new cases during the year, but one female Pulmonary 
case was added to the registrar other than by notification. 


I am happy to report no deaths occurred from the disease during 
the year.

Mr. Chairman, Gentlemen, 


T have the honour to present my sixth annual report on the 
sanitary circumstances of your district for the year ended 31st 
December, 1961. 


In presenting this report I wish to thank the Members of the 
Council, the Medical Officer of Health, the Clerk of the Council and 
other Officers for their support. 


Housing 


During the year Stainborough Road No. 3 Site of 16 dwellings was 
completed and used to rehouse tenants from Clearance Areas Nos. 22, 
oo, el and 25. 


The large scheme at Gilroyd was commenced with a Phase I 
development for 108 houses all to be used for slum clearance, It 
ta anticipated Ghat the first units to bé completed will be available 
for letting in Februery, 1962, Phase II development is being prepared 
with a total of 111 dwellings plus 4 shops and a warden's house and 
it is expected that work will commence on these towards the end of 
1962. It is intended to use the Phase II development partly for 
Sli clearcnce and partly for general needs particularly for rehousing 
sub-tenants ’ The scheme includes 22 No. Old People's Bungalows and 
20 Noe 1 bedroomed tlets ond 1t its hoped that exchanges can be arranged 
so that “under-occupied" houses can be used to more advantage. 


The Phase I development will accommodate families from the 
following areas which were represented during the year:-— 


Clearance Area No. 26 Gilroyd - 55 houses 
Clearance Area No. 27 Gilroyd - 6 houses 
Clearance Area No. 28 Totty's Fold —- 2 houses

This will bring the 10 years Clearance Programme well up to 
date and it should be possible to complete it by 1965.

A Compulsory Purchase Order was made covering Clearance Areas 
Nos. 26, 27 and 28 at Gilroyd and the sites are to be redeveloped in 
Phase Il, 


The Council's Exchange System continued throughout the year and 
there were 20 names on the list at the 31st December, 1961. 


The Bungalow list increased to 37 and the Flats list to 30. 

The Housing List (pre 1956) contained 62 applications at the 
end of the year and the new Housing Register (post 1960) comprised of 
103 names. Both listsare being revised with a view to them being 
merged.

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DIVISIONAL REPORT 


VITAL STATISTICS 


I have compiled a comparative table of the vital statistics for 
each of the county district comprising Division No. 25, which I feel 
may be of interest to each separate authority in assessing how they 
stand in relation to the local figures generally. 


BIRTHS 


The number of live births registered in the area in 1961 was 
1,264, which was 32 fewer than in the previous year, This is equivalent 
to a crude birth rate of 16.6 per 1,000 compared with 16.7 per 1,000 
in the previous year. Of these births 39 were illegitimate which 
represents 3.1% of the total births. 


STILLBIRTHS 


There were 29 stillbirths during the year, compared with 24 in 
the previous year. This gives a stillbirth rate of 22,4 compared with 
18.2 for the previous year and with 18.7 for England and Wales. 


DEATHS 


The deaths assigned to the divisional area after the addition and 
deduction of inward and outward transfers was 849, which was exactly 
9@ more than in the previous year. This gives a crude death rate 
for the division of 11.1 compared with 9.8 in the previous year. You 
Wilt Hotice in the table that this is Lower than any of the other 
figures given for individual districts, but the other figures show 
adjusted rates. Unfortunately, no adjusted rate is available for 
the division. 


INFANT MORTALITY 


There were 28 infant deaths in the division during the year, 
exmocuLly the same as in the previous year, 20 of these deaths occurred 
in. the neo-natal period, compared with 21 in the previous year. This 
Zives an infant mortality rate for the division of 22.9 as compared 
with 21.6 for the previous year, You will appreciate that this is 
very close to the national average with the administrative County 
standing at 24.6 and with England and Wales at 21.u. 


SMALLPOX VACCINATION 


There has been some improvement in the number of children 
vaccinated against the disease during the year 1961. During the 
year 55h children were vaccinated, and this compares with 95 in 
1960, but with 678 in 1959. Last year I did express some fear that 
the changing age group would result in some permanent falling off in 
the number of children vaccinated. This appears to have been the 
case, 


WHOOPING COUGH AND DIPHTHERIA IMMUNISATION 


Substantial progress was made during the year in immunising 
children against both diseases. The percentage of children under the 
age of 15 years immunised against Diphtheria rose from 74.0% to 
80.4% during 1961. The pre-school group rose from 60.2% to 69.5% 
and the school group rose from 80.6% to 84.6% . Immunisation against 
Whooping Cough also showed some improvement with 69.0% of the 0 -4 
age group population immunised, an increase of almost 9%. 
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POLIOMYELITIS VACCINATION 


Detailed statistics of Poliomyelitis vaccination carried out 
to date is given in the appropriate tables. Summarising these, 
28,600 people have received two doses of vaccine and of these 23,915 
Neve received 2 third dose — quite a’ creditable response. it will 
be noted from the table that there is a gross disparity between 
the districts in the column headed "kth Doses", but the reason for 
this is that the majority of these doses were carried out in the 
month of Awust by Dr. Brewin who was not on holiday, and before it could 
Devextended to the remainder of the Division shortage of vaccine 
prevented further work.

CHIROPODY SERVICE 


Table III shows the work carried out by the Chiropody Service 
during the year. In six of the district the service is rum as 
a direct service of the County Council, but in Darfield the Trustees 
of the Darfield Nurse's Home have continued to run their scheme very 
successfully on an agency basis for the County Council.

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MIDWIFERY AND MATERNITY SERVICES 


The number of cases attended by domiciliary midwives was 610 
compared with 670 in the previous year. There were 655 institutional 
confinements compared with 647 during the previous year. This was 
the first full year in which Trilene Analgesia was available to 
all patients, and it is noteworthy that 88% of all patients had some 
form of analgesia during their domiciliary labour.

ANTE-NATAL CLINICS 


A total of 2,782 attendances was made by 624 women at ante- 
ier. clLinvesyin Lhe Davision during the year. The, number of new 
Cases attending was 548. In addition to this, 210 mothers made 231 
attendances at post-natal clinics during the year. Relaxation 
classes were run in various parts of the Division, and a total of 
1,136 attendances was made, 


Although no West Riding Ante-Natal Clinic is held in Dodworth, 
the West Riding has been very pleased to implement the Cranbrook 
Committee Report, and as a-result of this the local general 
practitioner runs his own ante-natal clinic in our premises, twice 
per month. This can only lead to better co-ordination between 
local authority staffs and general practitioners, and I think it 
is something which should be encouraged wherever possible, 


INFANT WELFARE CLINICS 


Most of the infant welfare clinics in the Division continued 
to thrive, and 1,268 new cases attended under the age of one year. 
During 1961 a total of 3,334 children made 40,098 attendances at 
eee! authority child welfare-clinics, This compared with 3,018 
children who made 34,743 attendances in the previous year. 


1961 saw the opening of a new West Riding Clinic at the centre 
of the village, and during the year the number of attendances there 
amounted to 2,050, an increase of approximately'500 on the previous 
year. 206 children under the age of one year were seen for the 
first time, and made 1,376 attendances. 
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HEALTH VISITING 


The staffing position with regard to health visiting remains 
stable and some progress was made in recruiting clinic nurses to 
relieve health visitors of some of the routine work. The total 
number of effective visits carried out by health visitors during 
the year was 28,952.

During the year 1961 there were 34 severely sub-normal children 
in the division who were under 16 years of age. 31 were in full-time 
attendance at the three Training Centres, The remaining three were 
unable to be catered for due to physical as well as mental disability. 


: At the Wombwell Training Centre there is only provision for 27 
pupils and at the end of the year 34 pupils were attending. 
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I am vleased to say that work has been started on both the 
extension and alterations to The Gables Training Centre, and the 
pbuilding of the new Adult Centre. I hope to see both buildings 
completed before the end of 1962. 


GROUP TRAINING 


For the mentally sub-normal adults who are unable to attend a 
Training Centre, Group Training Classes are held in various parts of 
the Division, and in cases of physical handicaps or domestic 
commitments home visits are made.
